No one 
will question that the Jew made all things of the blood 
and trusted the weight of hissoul uponit. On the great 
day of the atonement the high-priest made forty-three 
distinct sprinklings of the blood. 

Jesus, in the supper that he instituted, with his eye 
upon the paschal lamb now on the table before him, or 
but just consumed, lifts the wine as the emblem of his 
own blood and says, “Drink ye all of it, for this is my 
blood of the New Testament which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins.” Who doubts that by the 
bread he would keep his broken body before the eye of 
the world? Why then doubt that by the wine he would 
keep his shed blood before the eye of the world? Shall 
we etherialize the blood and not the body? Why wish 
to put either into the background? Why not allow 
both the prominence the gospel assigns them? His 
body was broken, his blood was shed. Who seeks to do 
away with the body? Why should the blood be such a 
stumbling stone? If the flesh of his fingers would 
touch back life into the body of man, why might not 
the blood of his heart touch back life into the soul of 
the man when through our faith it be applied by the 
eternal Spirit? 

The blood of Jesus has a very large place in the Word, 
ind also in the song of the sanctuary. Look through the 
hymn-book and you will be surprised at the large pro- 
portion of hymns that refer to the death of Christ and 
the precious blood he shed. Listen also to those the 
angels sang as reported by John. As well.draw the 
blood from the body of the man, expecting yet to have 
lite in him, as to draw the blood 6f Jesus from gospel 
songs and still expect to have life leftin them.

The fact can not be ignored that the Mosaic religion 
was a bloody religion, and yet who will dare, as a Chris- 
tian man, to say that that religion was not of God? If 
the Old Testament religion was not of God, why dare 
we presume that the New Testament religion is? Day 
is not more surely born of the night than is the gospel 
born of the law. The same God that spoke from Sinai 
through Mosesspoke from the beatitudes through Jesus. 
Andisthelaw bloody? soisthegospel! Indeed, the blood 
ot the law overflows into thegospel. The stream that rose 
in Adam widened in its onward flow until it reached Cal- 
vary and there it commingles with the ocean of infinite 
mercy. 

The religions of antiquity were all blood religions. 
The law and the gospel are no exceptions to the univer- 
sal rule, while the mighty truth is borne above and 
sung on the shores of life. A theology which has so 
prominent a place in the worship of heaven need not be , 
discarded here, or in its confession bring the crimson 
to the cheek of any.

Myriads of millions of sacrifices were offered to God be- 
fore the coming of his Son. They certainly were both

The Jewsmight shed blood, 
but not the Christians! Paul and Peter, as Jews, but 
not as the followers of the Crucified. On passover the 
paschal lamb was slain, and that this lamb was typical! 
of Jesus all the gospels teach, and no less the balance 
of the New Testament. John sees Jesus as the Lamb 
of God, while Paul says, ‘Even Christ, our passover [or 
paschal lamb], is sacrificed for us.’ Why call Christ 
the passover lamb if he was not typified by the paschal 
lamb? And then, how exactly the paschal jamb sym 
It was to be a male without blemish and 
not a bone of it was to be broken. Moreover, it was to 
be slain on a certain day of the year. Surely the day of 
Christ’s sacrifice was notaccidental as achoice. Ifa type 
was intended how could it have greater, fuller answer 
than in Jesus the crucified? 

Back in Egypt this blood of the paschal lamb was to 
be sprinkled, and the angel seeing it (the blood) would 
pass over the homes of Israel and spare their first born. 
The blood saved them! The sight of it alone sheathed 
the angel’ssword. Thatalone gave continued life tothe 
first born. 

Did the blood of an irrational lamb give life to men, 
ina mortal sense, by God's own appointment? Why 
then wonders the world that Godshould give eternal life 
to men by means of the blood of hisSon? If one would 
know what the blood of the lamb means let him look at 
that sprinkled on the lintel of the Jewish door-post! If 


look at that shed by him on the cross! The Jew might 
and did say, “The blood of this lamb saved my first born 
from death.’”’ Would you know what he meant by the 
language? Would you begin to make some mysterious 
explanations of the chief term used? And may notthe 
Christian say, with his eyeon John’s word, “The blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin?”

But Ingersoll the lawyer has examined the Bible as 
a lawyer, and he has found that it is of no good, yet he 
had said before that a man’s opinion is only as good as 
his intellectual quality. But here he has arrayed 
against him in his profession such men as Rufus 
Choate, Daniel Webster, and Greenleaf, who wrote 
on “Evidence’’—and this is in every lawyer's library 
as a text-book—this same man has written a work en- 
titled “The Harmony of the Gospels.” Thomas Jef- 
ferson was a member of the Episcopal Church, and he 
had shown his opinion in his appeal to the Supreme 
Judge in the Declaration. Hamilton said, ‘Liberty is 
the gift of God,’ and that “society was built upon 
scriptural foundation.” 

When Thomas Paine sent his ‘Age of Reason’”’ to 
the philosopher Franklin, he quickly returned it, with 
the reply that it were better in the fire. He then sat 
down and wrote a lecture on “Divine Providence.”

To “fol- 
low me”’ is something more than to follow Moses; be- 
cause Christ came to make you more than a Moses— 
not more than Moses as a prophet—but Christ came to 
make youa son, and nowhere in the Bible is Moses

Then Christ requires more from us in the exercise of 
love for our enemies than he required of Moses and his 
followers; because we have had a greater example set 
before us in this direction, and by a greater One than 
Moses; and so we have a greater Spirit given us—Christ 
within to help us to exercise greater love not only for 
God and our brother, but for our enemies.

“And 
every one that heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them not, shall be likened unto a foolish man which 
built his house upon the sand.” Except we have his 
spirit we are none of his. It is not enough to be just 
in the things that were “said by them of old time.” If 
so, then the “new commandment” and teachings of 
Christ are useless. With the old we might belong to 
Moses (if we had only the light of Moses), but we 
would be none of Christ’s unless we had the Christly 
spirit, and could say and act accordingly: “Father, 
orgive them, for they know not what they do.” We 
ought to pray as I, while I was yet in sin, have so often 
heard Dr. Alden, ex-president of the State Normal 
School, at Albany, New York, pray: “Bring to nought 
the opposition of the wicked;’’ but we ought also to 
pray, Bless the poor, lost, sinning opposer, for such 
‘oppose themselves” more than they hinder the work 
of the kingdom. 

Christ takes a stand against wrong, but he also takes 
his stand in love and sympathy by the poor sinner, and 
he “sticketh closer than a brother.” He ‘“‘came to seek 
and to save that which was lost;’” and every individual 
Christian and every church ought to be a seeking and 
saving institution. A sinner is an enemy of God, and 
we ought to be so near to God through following the 
example of Christ that the sinner would be our enemy 
as well as God’s enemy.

It would not be fair to the evil-doer if Christ did not 
testify of his evil in order to save the blind soul. If 
any one asks you if they will be hated if they area 
Christian tell them, Yes, if you live near enough to 
Christ and love men enough to try and save them from 
the error of their way, and if in doing this you forget 
your own suffering and profit and loss in the things of 
this world. Such a practice will wy your faith; but 
the Bible says that that is “much more precious than 
gold,” and we all think that gold is precious. 

So, then, to follow Christ in that which was unknown 
and unpracticed among men before the day of Christ 
is a glorious privilege for all of us; and under the 
most adverse circumstances we can have a blessing. 
‘Blessed are they which are persecuted for righteous- 
ness sake, for theirs isthe kingdom of heaven.” “Blessed 
are ye when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and 
shall say all manner of evil against you falsely, for my 
sake. Rejoice and be exceeding glad, for great is your 
reward in heaven, for so persecuted they the prophets 
which were before you.” Christ says “rejoice” —not 
complain; and Christ requires no impossibilities. The 
man who does not love and do for his enemies is nota 
“full-grown man.” He is only a fraction of a man with 
a large denominator and a small numerator. “For if 
ye love them which love you, what thank have ye? 
for sinners also love those that love them.” Luke 6: 
on 

Since Christ has made it both possible and practicable 
through the power and possession of the Holy Spirit to

care as to what we sing? If we sing only light, airy 
songs may we not expect a religion tocorrespond. But 
after all our theorizing we are confronted with the truth 
that no fixed rule can be established to govern in all 
cases; circumstances must suggest the song. In this, 
of course, the judgment is taxed. Ata time when we 
should sing— 
“My soul still pants and thirsts for thee, 

Thou blessed Lamb of Calvary,”’ 

It would not be in good taste to sing— 
“Broad is the road that leads to death.” 






God communicates to man through the medium of 
the book of nature as well as the Bible. Many books 
have been written by men. Many systems of philoso- 
phy have been offered to the world. Some of them 
contain much that is good, and in harmony with the 
sacred oracles. The Platonic philosophy declares that 
there is one God, eternal, immutable, and immaterial: 
It makes the perfection of morality to consist in living 
in conformity to the will of God. It teaches future 
retribution, “and the appalling scenes of the spiritual 
” Socrates, the 
tutor of Plato, made a practical application in his 
teachings of the sentiment “know thyself.” Confu- 
cius, the renowned Chinese philosopher, taught many 
glowing truths. It was he who gave the negative form 
ot the golden rule: “What you do not like when done 
to yourself, do not do to others.’’ Zoroaster, in the 
Zendavesta, teaches some passably fair theological no- 
tions. He tells his followers that there is a Supreme 
Being, the author of the universe; and that he is 
eternal, the Creator of all things, and self-existent; 
that at the end of the world there will be a general 
resurrection and judgment. A just retribution will be 
rendered to all according to their works. Those who 
follow the angel of light shall be introduced into a 
state of everlasting happiness. 

The good books of modern date are legion. We do 
well to read, but we ought to read with a critical eye, 
and not with overdue credulity. Read, sift, and digest. 
Reject the questionable, and practically apply all that 
passes the crucible of our criticisms. But the writings 
and sayings of all humankind must be received as the 
productions of men. It is not so with the two volumes 
under consideration. They need no sifting. They are 
simply a transcript of God’s will and mind concerning 
man. 

In the nineteenth Psalm we are furnished a beauti- 
ful description of the character and effectiveness of 
these two books. What could speak more eloquently 
and forcibly of the greatness, majesty, and glory of 
God than the king of day as he rises in his aerial flight, 
all resplendent with his noonday brightness? Surely, 
he “is as a bridegroom coming out of his chamber, and 
as a strong man torun a race.” Every twinkling star 
tells us of the love of God. They are so many 
windows through which we may see and read some of 
the attributes of our heavenly Father. The Psalmist 
recognized this when he said, “The heavens declare the 
glory of God; and the firmament showeth his handi- 
work.” But we are not confined to this volume of 
nature. God has spoken to us more explicitly through 
the medium of his precious word. The Psalmist placed 
a high estimate upon it when he said, “Thy word is a 
lamp unto my feet and a light unto my path.” We 
ought to be extremely glad on account of the reveal- 
ings of the precious Book of truth. Blazing on the 
sacred pages are “the exceeding great and precious 
promises” which God has made to the children of men. 
It speaks peace to the soul that is cast down. “Great 
peace have they which love thy law, and nothing can 
offend them.” Bless God! 

Implicit trust in the promises helps us to overcome. 
Are you unregenerate? Do you want to be an heir of 
God? Hearken to the utterances of David: “The law 
of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul.” The 
Apostle Peter strikes the same chord when he says, 
“Being born again not of corruptible seed, but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God which liveth and abideth 
forever.”” The word tells us all our present status, asalso 

our iuture destiny. We need not grope our way through 
darkness, “for the commandment of the Lord is pure, 
enlightening the eyes.” The Bible tells us just how to 
live so that when the earthly tabernacle is dissolved we 
may have a building above, among the mansions of the 
blest. It tells the sorrow-stricken mother she may 
meet her darling child where sorrow can come no 
more. Yes, and as we wade the deep cold waters of 
bereavement; while fainter and fainter still grow the 
requiem notes which kind friends sounded as they laid 
the precious dust, that future hope of earthly social 
enjoyment in coming years, beneath the clods of the 
valley, we hear the voice of him whose heart was fixed, 
trusting God, saying substantially, ‘Though my boy 
can not come to me, I can go to him.” Dear, mourn- 
ing friends, can we not say this word is good? “The 
judgments of the Lord are true and righteous altogeth- 
er.

One has said, “Let me hear your songs that I may 
know what you are.’”’ Another one said, “They who 
write the songs of a people help to mold their charac- 
ter.” 

Music has power. “When Bagdad was taken by 
Sultan Amurath he gave orders that thirty thousand of 
the prisoners should be put to death. Among the num- 
ber was one who was gifted with great musical powers. 
He entreated the executioner to spare him until he might 
speak with the author of the decree. He was brought 
before the Sultan, who permitted him to exhibit a 
specimen of his art. Takingupa psaltery he accompan- 
ied it with his voice. He was enabled to capture the 
Sultan. The tones he drew fromthe instrument, joined 
with the music of his voice, and the pathos of his 
song, rendered the prince unable to restrain the softer 
emotions of his soul; he melted into tears of pity and 
repented of his cruelty; he directed his people to spare 
the prisoners who yet remained alive and gave them 
their liberty.” 

There is a universal love of music. The infant's ery 
may be turned into sweet cooing by the mother’s 
lullaby; the plow-boy seems to laugh at toil while he 
can whistle; the muleteer of Spain cares but little who 
is upon the throne (or behind it) so long as he can have 
his early carol. 

As Orpheus would touch his lyre, men,and even wild 
animals, were charmed, and would throng around him. 
We would not cloud the following beautiful thought by 
speaking the ignoble name of its author, but the thought 
itself is too good to be lost, “All good music is sacred 
if it be heard sacredly, and all poor music is exceedingly 
unsacred.” 

All nations and all religions have their songs and 
their sacred music. Itis said Germany has eighty thou- 
sand songs. Ours isa religion of song. Without this 
element our religious service would seem dull. The 
inspiration of song quickens our service. Itis claimed 
that the Wesleys wrote six hundred songs. 

Songs ushered in creation, and awakened a new crea- 
tion within us; proclaimed deliverance from Egypt, 
and even our deliverance from sin. Songs announced 
the birth of Jesus, and our spiritual birth; closed 
Christ's last interview with his disciples. (Psalm 118.) 
Oh, that we may sing the triumphant song when we 
depart! 

“There was a day when the sons of God came to pre- 
sent themselves before the Lord.” Job1: 6. “And 
the morning stars sang together, and the sons of God 
shouted for joy.” Job 28: 7. Thus gladness provokes 
song, and song imparts happiness. The poet hath said, 
“Since I am his, and he is mine, how can I keep from 
singing?”

We can not afford to be careless as to what we sing, 
or indifferent as to how we sing. If you find a congre- 
gation cold and lifeless, kindle a fire with spiritual song 
and warm it into life. 

It is not necessary to sing in a brawling manner, nor 
in a whining tone. ‘Sing with the spirit and with the 
understanding.” 

“Tf you have a pleasant thought, 
Sing it, sing it, 

Like the birdies in their sport, 
Sing it from the heart.” 

















It is said that four fifths of all the sacred songs 
sung by Christians speak of Jesus. This is at it should 
be. Jesus is the beginning and the end of the saint’s 
hope, and should be the theme of his songs. And 
as we sing of our great hope we should avoid the dole- 
ful tone. Sing as though you were happy, as though 
you were in love with your theme. If the soul is in 
sympathy with the occasion, if we want a revival, we 
seek to express our desire in our songs. ‘‘Revive’’ is to 
quicken, to enliven. Revival music should have this 
object in view. 

When the church has become cold, when the world is 
indifferent, when all are inclined to sleep the sleep of 
death, then there comes the need of an awakening, and 
a potent means to this end is spiritual and spirited 
songs. 

The swelling bud, the opening flower, indicates re- 
vival. The music that calls forth the new life is the 
mingling of the warm sunshine andshower. The long- 
ing heart, the thirsty soul, indicates revival. The music 
that invigorates with new life is the mingling of gospel 
sentiment with pleasant melody. Spiritual songs, sung 
in a spirited manner, nourishes the soul as the warm 
sunshire and shower nourishes the plant. 





































































Revival—1. To return, to recall to life; 2. Return or 
recall to a state of activity from a state of languor—as 
the revival of spirit. — 

Melody and music—Any succession of sounds so mod- 
ulated as to please the ear, is music. 

Thus, in revival music we must, first, choose senti- 
ment, like, “Come, ye weary ones, ladened with sin;”’ 
mingling with this harmony sosweet that those who hear 
can not resist, and in this way the song may win the 
sinner. “And chords that were broken may vibrate once 
more.” 

We do not assume to stereotype any rule, nor say 
just how, but again say, Watch the opportunity. Here 
is where many ministers fail; yea, and singers also. If 
we are happy in judging the hearts of the people, and 
in the selection of our songs, we are in possession of a 
mighty power. If we fail in the latter we may crush 
out and destroy the influence of the most earnest pre- 
sentation of trith. Have you never felt this? Have 
you never felt as though all holy desire was crushed 
and murdered by grating sounds and ill-chosen songs? 
and your most pathetic appeals to the hearts of men re- 
turned to you void by the whining intonations of some 
conceited chorister? He who can not appreciate the 
force or influence of music should never force himself 
to the front. 




















REVIVAL MUSIC. 


I am directed to present the theme, “Revival Music.” 
Revival music should speak the sentiment of the object 
in hand. It would not be proper to sing psalns 
on political occasions, neither a funeral dirge on 
an occasion of rejoicing. At a time of religious re- 
vivals we are expected to sing revival songs, and here 
again arises a question of propriety—a sacred song set 
to the air of ““Yankee Doodle” would seem to be out of 
place. The beautiful hymn composed by Charles Wesley, 
“Jesus, loverof my soul,” has been set to different airs, 
has been arranged for quartette, in chant, and anthem 
and medley. The beauty and tenderness of the senti- 
ment is often lost sight of in the arrangement of the 
melody. Many times the same poem is made popular by 
the musical artist. 

By such hints as the above we would point to the 
necessity of adaptation. In revival music, both the 
song and the melody are to be considered. We would 
avoid solemn cant and senseless rhyme. While we would 
prefer the spiritual and the spirited, we would not over-

Elder Clough closed his second pastorate with this 
church in August, 1839, and Elder Edwin Burnham 
began p.eaching with them the following month.

Some very substantial members were added during his 
ministry, and general encouragement was infused into 
the ranks of Zion. He continued his labors with this 
people thirteen months, until October, 1840.” 

After his retirement Elder Jonathan S. Thompson 
was invited and commenced preaching with the church 
on January 1, 1841, and continued with them two years 
and a half, until July 1, 1843. His ministry was pleas- 
ant, earnest, and comforting to the saints, with some ad- 
ditions to the church. 

On Elder Thompson’s resigning many felt that Elder 
Moses How, of New Bedford, should come to their aid 
He was invited, but still declined. Elder H. P. Guil- 
{ord supplied two Sabbaths, and then I was providen- 
tially present with them for a number of Sabbaths, and 
on being invited, I consented to labor with them jor 
the present. I entered upon the duties, however, with 
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NO ILL TO OUR NEIGHBOR. 



























Our Master said, ‘Learn of me, for I am meek and 
lowly in heart.” It is enough that the disciple be as 
his Master.

Such are as the wreckers along the 
coast of human life; they have scattered the shattered 
wrecks of the reputation all along their pathway, and 
dreadful must be their remorse in the judgment-day. 

While such as are above-mentioned are busy at their 
soul-destroying work, the words “love worketh no ill to 
his neighbor,” and “blessed are the peacemakers,” 
come ringing down through the “corriders of time.” 
How soothing and healing the spirit, the voice, and the 
work of the true follower of the Savior! An atmos- 
phere accompanies them that radiates sunshine and 
spiritual health; they drop flowers in every pathway, 
and their influence for good can never die. Such are 
not weakminded persons; they show strength of char- 
acter superior to the antagonizing elements of human 
nature; they do not compromise the truth nor throw 
a veil over justice, but they temper all things with 
mercy and never become destitute of that charity that 
suffereth long and is kind. 


much fear and trembling. I not only felt unequal to 
the place, but that the Lord’s will was that Elder 
Moses How should come and minister to this people. 
And with others, [ did what I could to prevail on him 
todo so. He still refusing I then settled down in good 
earnest to work, with God’s help, for his cause in this 
place. 

I came to Boston in July, 1843, the memorable year 
that the Adventists were looking for the second com- 
ing of the Savior. Elder William Miller, the leader 
in this movement, had stated that October 10, 1843, 
was the time which the prophecies pointed to as the 
period in which the second coming of Christ and the 
end of the world would take place. There was great 
excitement that year, especially in New England. 

Elder Himes and the larger portion of the Second 
Christian Church in Boston, of which he was pastor, had 
gone entirely over to Elder Miller’s views. The church 
was broken up or seattered, and Elder Himes no longer 
considered himself as one of our people. Quite a num 
ber of ministers and members of other denominations 
as well, had embraced those views. Indeed, for three 
years preceding this doctrine had been the most popu- 
lar and absorbing theme of the day. But the time was 
now at hand when the right or wrong of those views 
was to be decided. The tenth of October, 18438, came 
and passed with no special sign or manifestation on 
earth or in heaven. The excitement was soon allayed, 
and men went about their accustomed work as they do 
now after a presidential election—some being glad and 
some sad, but all feeling a certain relief that the matter 
was decided. 

Immediately after this event, a large part of Elder 
Himes’ people gathered together, and commenced an- 
other meeting, calling to their ministry Elder Edwin 
Burnham, a former pastor of the old church. They rent- 
ed the Melodeon Hall, then one of the best hallsin Bos- 
ton, and for a few Sabbaths large numbers attended 
They went on for eight months, and not seeing all the 
prosperity they anticipated, Elder Burnham resigned 

Next they called Elder Philemon R. Russell. He 
accepted the invitation, and immediately advised that 
they should organize under the name of the “Third 
Christian Church;” also that they have printed rules 
and articles of faith to go by, and to govern the church. 
They accordingly did as he advised. They had one 
hundred and twenty-four names enrolled and well or- 
ganized. Everything now looked bright and encourag- 
ing to them. 

In the spring of 1844, they sent messengers to the 
First Church, with the proposition to form a union of 
the two bodies, and thus constitute one strong church. 
Our people received them cordially, and after diseuss- 
ing the matter at some length, inquired, ‘‘What shall 
we do with the two ministers if we unite?” I arose 
and told them “I would take myself out of the way at 
once; that as I had come here to do good, I was sure 

I would go away for the same purpose, and they need 
not delay a moment on my account.” Our church then 
chose a messenger to see Elder Russell, if he would 
do the same, in case the two churches should unite, 
and should not agree on calling him for their minister. 
He readily said ‘that he should not be willing to re- 
tire; thatQhaving madezquite an effort and sacrifice to

Bro. Coan,—It has been a long time since I tried to 


write a letter to the PERALD. I often think of you 
while in the far away West; would be so glad to hear 
you preach again. May success crown your efforts to 
do good. I would be glad if I could meet some of our 


ministers in this part of Kansas. I have not met one 


yet. I hope the time will soon come when some of 


them will come this way. Hope that Sister Melissa 
Terrill will conclude to do so. Bro. A. C. Hanger, 
will you come this way and look over a nice countsy? 
We would not object to Elder E. Peters or J. A. Pugh. 
I suppose that beggars should not be choosers. 

Now as to the country and over-production, as stated 
by one of your Kansas correspondents in this week’s 
Heratp. Io 1883 our corn crop run from thirty to 
eighty bushels to the acre. We got from thirty to 
thirty-five cents per bushel. Wheat was exceedingly 
good and brought a good price. This last year (1884) 
our corn run from five to thirty bushels to the acre on 
account of dry weather, and many farmers who had 
plenty of corn to sell in 1883 are now buying corn to 
raise the next crop. Corn is now worth sixteen to 
twenty cents in market. Wheat was not so good in 
1884, and now it is worth from thirty-five to fifty-five 
cents per bushel. Freight I suppose was about the 
same for both years. We have a half crop-and half 
price. Now, what is the cause of all this? Some are 
ready to cry over-production. Why will they do so? 
Answer: See St. John 3: 20. Was it over-production 
that caused the writer to “follow Sherman to the sea?” 

To those desiring to come West I will say, if you are 
willing to work and be saving you can do well here, and 
have plenty of friends by doing what is right and honest. 
Many have endeared themselves to the writer by acts 
of kindness, during hard times, in a strange land. 
Brethren, pray for the unity of God’s people. I almost 
tremble when I think of Elder N. Dawson’s prophecy 
for 1887, WILLiAM DEFEBAUGH, 
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Hence he said, “Think not that I am come to destroy 
the law or the prophets: I am not come to destroy, but 
to fulfill. Till heaven and earth pass away, one jot or 
one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law till all be 
accomplished.” The import of this is that the law of 
God is eternal. That it proceeds not from the arbi- 
trary will of a capricious ruler, but from the moral 
perfections of the infinite Father. This law the Christ 
has not come to abrogate, but to fulfill—to disenthrall 
it from the superstitions and misapprehensions that 
hang about; to make manifest its consistency with an 
all-pervading, parental Providence, and all-abounding, 
forgiving love. He fulfilled the law by making mani- 
fest its full-orbed glory and eternal rectitude, by breath- 
ing into it a new energy, that men might no longer sim- 
ply yield to its mandates as a mere force which they 
dare not resist, but that they might be inspired by its 
spirit of wisdom and benevolence, and be made free 
and happy in a loving obedience to its wise and merci- 
ful requirements. ‘ 

It is true that Jesus denounced the righteousness of 
the Scribes and Pharisees, but he did so because their 
righteousness was formal and spurious. The man of 
right living he never failed to encourage and assure. 

Morality consists in the faithful and cheerful dis- 
charge of those duties which each man owes to his fel- 
low. Jesus assumed that when a man comes into right 
relations to man, he would then be in right relations to 
God. The sum of all right relations among men is in- 
cluded in his “golden rule,” and this he declares ‘‘is 
the law and the prophets.”’ To bring about that state 
is the aim and purpose of all the laws that God has 
given; it is the interpretation and meaning of all that 
long controversy he has held with the human race. 

Zoroaster gave to the world a negative form of the 
same rule, but he assigned worldly prudence as a rea- 
son for its observance. The rule which Jesus gave is 
far above his in thatit is positive in form, and infinitely 
above it in that he assigns likeness to God—‘‘that ye 
may be the children of your Father in heaven”—as the 
reason for its authority. 

The disciples of Jesus are placed in a position of em- 
inence and honor, and there is laid upon them a corre- 
sponding responsibility. To them it is given to be “the 
light of the world;” and the Master most solemnly en- 
joined upon them “‘to let their light so shine before 
men that they may see YOUR GOOD WORKS and 
glorify your Father who is in heaven.” The observ- 
ance of religious forms without integrity of character 
is compared to “salt that has lostits savor.” It is good 
for nothing but to be cast out and trodden under foot 
of men.” The Lord does not want forms, but moral 
rectitude, justice, and truth—“not sacrifice, but mercy.” 
‘Fle hath showed thee, O man, what is good; and what 
doth the Lord require of thee but to deal justly, to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly before thy God?” 


sentatives, and four years he presided over the United 
States Senate as vice-president. His success in life 
was largely due to his temperate and industrious habits. 
He was most popular among his neighbors, who knew 
him best. 
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GOOD WORKS AND THE GOSPEL. 


Jesus never disparaged good works, nor warned his 
hearers against the danger of trusting in a life of jus- 
tice, mercy, truth, and charity. The New Testament 
code begins with the prophecy uttered by John the 
Baptist concerning the kingdom—‘And now also the 
ax is laid at the root of the tree. Every tree that 
bringeth forth not good fruit is hewn down and cast 
into the fire’ —and closes with the promise of blessing 
upon them that “keep his commandments, that they 
may have a right to the tree of life and enter in through 
the gates into the city.” All that lies between this 
passage is of the same import. 

Jesus insisted that ‘‘a good tree can not bring forth 
evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit.” “By their fruits ye shall know them,” is the 
one criterion by which he directed his disciples to sorm 
their estimate of the lives and character of all men. 
The religious teachers of his time were leading the 
people to believe that righteousness toward God was to 
be expressed in the belief of certain traditional doc- 
trines and by the performance of certain sacred cere- 
monies of the synagogue and the temple, while ques- 
tions of daily duty and of common morality were of 
little consequence. They taught the people to be re- 
ligious, but they did not lead them to be good. They 
tithed the mint, the anise, and the cumin, but neglect- 
ed judgment, mercy, and faith. They were ready to 
defend the sacredness of their religion with violence, 
but they had no regard for the sacredness of human 
rights, or even the sacredness of human life, where 
their personal interests were involved or their fanatical 
prejudices were inflamed. Jesus denounced the right- 
eousness of the Scribes and Pharisees because it was 
hypocritical—because it consisted in the performance 
of religious ceremonies, to the neglect of those com- 
mon duties of daily life which every man owes to his 
fellow. He warned his disciples against that right- 
eousness which consisted in saying prayers, washing 
hands, and cleansing cups and platters; but in the 
same connection he assures them that “except their 
righteousness should exceed the righteousness of the 
Scribes and Pharisees, they should in no ease enter into 
the kingdom of heaven.”” He did not tell his follow 
ers that genuine righteousness is “as filthy rags,” and 
of no consequence in the sight of the Lord. His word 
was, ‘He that heareth these sayings of mine and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise man that built his 
house upon a rock; and the rains descended, and the 
winds blew, and the floods came and beat upon that 
house, and it fell not: for it was founded upon a rock.” 

If the reader will have the patience to stop reading 
right here, and take up his Testament and begin at the 
first of the fifth chapter of Matthew and read to the 
close of the seventh chapter, he will be able to under- 
stand what “these sayings” include. 

If, now, the reader has gone through the “sermon on 
the mount,” he is ready to believe that Jesus taught 
that there is no genuine morality save that which is 
born of devotion to the will of God. It is settled that 
“men do not gather grapes from thorns nor figs from 
thistles.” It will be seen too that all immorality is 
from inward corruption. Murder is from harbored 
malice, and adultery is from cherished lust. 

It “these sayings of mine’ have been carefully 
studied the reader has also discovered that there is no 
such thing as a genuine spiritual experience save that 
which seeks to express itself in acts of goodness and 
deeds of love. If it is true that ‘‘a good tree can not 
bring forth evil fruit,”’ it is equally true that “a corrupt 
tree can not bring forth good fruit.” If the reader has 
studied that sermon closely he has learned also that 
morality can not be divorced from religion, nor can re- 
ligion be separated from morality. 

Jesus knew full well that his attacks upon the tradi- 
tional lip-service of his time would be denounced by 
the Jewish priests as opposition to the law of God. 
Possibly too he saw in prophetic vision the minister 
of future ages, standing in the pulpit dedicated to his

He achieved distinction as a newspaper ed- 
itor. He was first elected to Congressin 1854, in which 
positiou he served for twelve years in succession. He 
served tour years as Speaker of the House of Repre-

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

—It is just twelve years since the commencement of 
the international system of lessons. To Mr. B. F. Ja- 
cobs, of Chicago, Illinois, belongs the honor of first sug- 
gesting the plan. 

—The First Congregational Sunday-school, of Man- 
chester, New Hampshire, has an attendance of from six 
to nine Chinamen, who raised $30 last year towards sup- 
porting a missionary in Hong Kong. 

—In some respects, the First Congregational Sunday- 
school in Norfolk, Connecticut, may be called a model 
school. Eighty-four per cent. of its members were in 
constant attendance last year, and one hundred per cent. 
attend church. 

TEMPERANCE. 

—At the International Congo Conference at Berlin, the 
committee unanimously agreed to report in favor of the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic in the new State of 
Congo. To the American delegates belongs the honor of 
introducing the proposition. 

—The Atlanta, Georgia, Constitution, of January 2d, 
says: ‘“‘Last evening marked a notable era in Atlanta’s 
methods on New Year’s. Quite a number of the most 
fashionable residences were open from six until one 
o'clock, and at no place was wine served to the callers. 
Itis a question if this has ever occurred in so large a 


community anywhere in the Union, and it is a fact alike 
creditable to the city and to the good taste of the people 
who opened their houses. The result was, not a soli 
man was seen under the influence of wine, a thing un- 
heard of on such occasions.”

“What is Man?” Joseph McFarlin; criticisms, S. 
Smith, E. R. Dunwoody. 

Adjourned until 10 a. M. to-morrow.

STREET AND IN A TEMPERANCE

As one passes up and down the streets of a great city 
like this, many thoughts rush into the mind as he sees 
the hurry and worry of the passing throngs; and as 
the eye takes in the scene, the thought comes to you 
that the street isan arena in which there is a great 
struggle going on, for the city itself, as it were, is quiv- 
ering with the whirl of wheels and the hum of voices; 
and the trafficker, anxious to pass you, pushes you to 
one side rudely and hastens on to make or seal some 


bargain which he thinks will add much to his coffer. 
Once in a while you will see a man or woman walking 
leisurely along as if they had nothing to do. [If it 
should be the latter, she may be seen in the twilight, 
with hands behind her or carelessly hanging at her 
side, as she passes along some less frequented street, 
with a slowetep and forlorn look upon her face, but 
ready to salute any young man she may meet. Oh, 
how many young men have experienced the truth of 
the wise man’s statement—“her steps take hold on 
hell!” 

But to return, Asarule, when you see these men 
going along the streets on their way to business, there 
is a look of anxiety on their faces, as if they have some 
errand to perform which demands immediate atten- 
tion. Up this flight of steps with a hod of brick, down 
that fora hod of mortar; out of this bank with a roll 
of bills, on this dray with a load of goods, on the om- 
nibus hastening to meet the train that is due in a few 


moments, on the cab taking the occupant to some pleas-: 


ure resort, on the patrol-wagon hurrying to the Bride- 
well with some unruly person. There goes a proces- 
sion, but, unlike that of the country or smaller towns, 
the horses are in a lively trot bearing away the deceased 
to his last resting-place, where for him the battle of 
life will be over. 

Then the street impressed you with the fact that it 
isthe place where all classes of people meet. Though 
the rich hate the poor, and the man with his hands in 
fine kid gloves may scorn the sun-burned hand; and 
the rich lady clothed in silk and satin, with her flash- 
ing diamonds and glittering jewelry hanging about her 
neck and hands, may look with contempt upon the poor, 
ragged woman who at her feet is picking up the bits of 
paper-she may find to sell to get her children a morsel 
of meat, or the lumps of coal that fell from the pass- 
ing wagon that her little ones may not freeze in the on- 
coming night—ah, yes, aristocracy may frown upon 
the poor, but on the street they must commingle. How 
true, as Solomon said, “The rich and poor meet to- 
gether, but the Lord is maker of them all!” No dif- 
ference what position we have attained we should not 
put on airs, but remember we are from the same Par- 
ent; if regenerated, it was by the same Spirit, cleansed 
by the same precious blood of Jesus; we are to lie 
down inthe same quiet city of the dead, and in the 
resurrection morn we-are to be awakened by the same 
trumpet, for we all ‘shall hear his voice and shall come 
forth, they that have done good unto the resurrection 
of life, and they that have done evil unto the resurrec- 
tion of damnation.” 

Many acknowledge the Fatherhood of God, but, 
jadging from their attitude toward the poor on the 
street, they fail to recognize the brotherhood of man. 
Christ taught both the Fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, and if we would be his disciples 
we must recognize both, not only in word but in action. 
The priest was taught the brotherhood of man bya 
little boy who asked him for a piece of bread and whom 
he refused, but after the little boy had taken his leave 
the priest called him back, and with a harsh voice 
asked him if he ever prayed, and the little boy an- 
swered, “No;’’ then the priest told him.to say what he 
did and he would teach him how to pray. So he be- 
gan: “Our Father which art in heaven,” and the lit- 
tle boy said, “Our Father,” and just as he said this a 
thought came to him, and he looked up into the eyes of 
the priest and said: 

“Ts he your Father?” 

““Yes,”’ was the answer. 

“And is he my Father?” 

“Vien.” 

“Well, then,” said the poor little hungry boy, “please, 
sir, won't you give your little brother a piece of bread?”
